Graceful straplike foliage which dies down in mid- 
summer, then in August there suddenly appears a stem 2 to 3 feet tall 
topped with a cluster of fragrant dainty lavender-rose blooms 3” to 4” 
across. Very easy to grow and multiply, we recommend them highly.
